democracy? 
We think not. How 


many enlightend despotisms has the 
world known? How many men like 
Augustus and Trajan, and how many 
like ISero and Caligula? If the head 
of the state be now a mild and en- 
lightened Marcus Aurelius, his suc- 
cessor is sure to be a Caracalla. 
The 


greatness of Louis XIV. is followed 
by the depravity of Louis XV. Bar- 
barians and savages may yield to the 
rule of those wiser than themselves, 
but the only safe guard for [an en- 
lightened people is in keeping the 
reins of government in its own strong 
hands. Thus alone can it be happy.

The Beauties of the 


Book of Isaiah. 


Holy 


Eloquent Sermon on the Poetry and 
"and Promises of the Bible, by Rev. 


Henry Menke of South Dakota. 


The following sermon was delivered 


at the United Brethren church Sun- 
diy, July 17th, 
by 
Rev. Henry 


Menke, of Ceqtreville, South Dakota.

':^xt—Isaiah LX, 8: "Who are 
these that fly as a cloud, and as the 
doves to their windows?" 
-:,: 
DOVES OF THE DEEP. 


; Whenever 1 read any portion of the 
last twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah 
Infancy that I am reading poetry—as 
sort of blank verse. I have never seen 
a-satisfactory definition of poetry; for 
all such attempts at definition fail in 
some vital particular, and usually 
they fail to grasp and include the 
inner essence of it. 
The life-blood- of 


poetry, the heart and core of it all 
is its rhythmic, throbbing appeal to 
the imagination |and 
the higher 


emotions. 
This spirit is hard to in- 


fco'rporate into a definition. 
Poetry 


always has rhythm and meter; but 
this alone is insufficient to define it. 
It must be figurative and bold in 
language, and it must possess that 
Indescribable power which appeals to 
the heart, experience, life, and to the 
deepest soul of men. Should anyone 
ask me to define it I should go about 
it in some such manner as the follow- 
ing: Poetry is a language metric in 
form, 
Highly 
imaginative 
and 


rhythmic, quivering with emotion 
throbbing with life experiences and 
pulsating with the heart throbs of a 
soul intensely earnest. And yet, now 
that I have done my best at telling 
you what I think real poetry is, I 
nevertheless realize that this deiini 
tlon, too, is imperfect. It decribes 
the highest kind of poetry; but it 
does not include a vast amount of 
metric literature which is visually 
classed with puetry. But this defini- 
tion must suffice us, a I have done 
my best in the attempt. 
Well, I say 


that Isaiah, to my mind, is a prose 
poet. 
His language is bold, fig- 


urative, 
imaginative, • picturesque, 


rugged. I say'the language of Isaiah 
is thus poetic, intense and beautiful. 
I mean that the author of the last 
twenty-seven chapters of the book of 
Isaiah is so, whoever he may have 
been. 
For it must be remembered 


that the author of the first thirty- 
nine chapters is not the same indi- 
vidual that wrote the last twenty- 
seven. The style is different; the 
spirit is not the same, and further- 
more the last twenty-seven chapters 
were written in Babylon during the 
captivity, or about 125 to 150 years 
later than lived and wrote the Isaiah 
of Ahba-i and Hc/ekiah's time. How- 
ever, the author's name of this sec- 
ond division of the book may have 
been Isaiah also. 
Biblical scholars 


usually speak of him as Dcntero- 
Isaiah—deutero, 
from 
the Greek 


aeutepos, second; just as Deuteron- 
omy conies from deuteros and nomas, 
the second law. So then we shall 
speak of this author as Deutero- 
Isaiah, or the second Isaiah. 
He 


wrote in Bablyon for the encourage- 
ment and inspiration of the captive 
Jews, filling them with hope in a sure 
and glorious return to Jerusalem and 
to their native land. He is particu- 
larly an inspirationalist, a true seer, 
a veritable prophet of encouragement 
and good cheer. 
He arouses the soul 


of man to its depths; he paints truth 
in vivid word pictures. 
He is an 


Emerson of Old Testament times—a 
sort of tninscenclcntalist of the exile 
period. Eead trom the fortieth to the 
sixty-sixth chapters, inclusive, and 
you will find that the author has the 
great themes upon which he dwells 
with delight and to which he ever re- 
turns with relish and svith fresh in- 
spiration. These subjects arc: First, 
the power, wisdom and glory of God: 
second, service and suffering; third, 
the bright future of Israel. 
iSTow, in 


all this range of his prophesy he uses 
the most exalted imagery, the keen- 
est of satire, the most beautiful fig- 
ures, the finest of it. 
His appeal to 


intellect, heart and willjs persuasive, 
thrilling 
and it stirs "the soul to 


action. 
He is broad and comprehen- 


sive, yet at the same time he is deep 
and searching. In short, to my mind, 
he is the greatest of Old Testament 
prophets. 
It was from the sixty-first 


chapter of Isaiah — from Dcutero- 


Isaiah—that Jesus read the words iu 
the synagogue: .. "The spirit of the 
Lord" God is upon me; because he 
hath annolnted me to preach good 
things to the meek; he hath sent me 
to bind up the broken-hearted, to 
proclaim liberty to the captives and 
the opening of' the prison to them 
that are bound: to proclaim the ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord." And 
when Jesus had read these words he 
could close the book and say: "To- 
day this prophesy is being fulfilled in 
your presence." Just as Isaiah had 
found the Jews captive in Babylon 
because of their disobedience and 
their petty jealousies, but, has prom- 
ise them liberty and preached good 
tidings of peace, so did Jesus find the 
Jew=°captive in 
traditionalism, in 


Drophet among his captive brethren I 
n 
Babylon sees visions ahead of 


aright future for his nation. 
Great 


Historical and national crises always 
call forth the extrordinary 
efforts 


ind the transcending genius';of man. 
So here the distress and woe that has 
befallen his brethren calls forth the 
utmost poesy of his soul. His imagi 
nation is exalted, his heart stirred his 
spiiitual pulse Jquickened until he 
pours himself forth in 
rhythmic 


grandeur and eloquence. ' He sees his 


ritualism, in ceremonialism, because, 
they had wandered away from the 
simple worship of Jehovah; but he 
aho came to preach the acceptable 
worship of God and the opening of 
the prison to thorn who were bound 
by iliese fetters of legalism and sin. 
He could rind no better text for his 
sermon. These 
beautiful words of 


the Old Testament transcendentlist— 
the poet, prophet and preacher to the 
captives in Babylon -were as good as 
Jesus could well wish for. I some- 
bow imagine that Deutero-Isaiah was 
the Savior's favorite prophet, and 
that he knew much of it by heart and 


nation once more occupying Palestine 
with the walls of Jerusalem once 
more built up. The territory of Israel 
extends to the Mediterranean Sea. 
Ships from Spain and all the isles of 
the sea are brinigng their cargoes of 
wealth to port. They come ia peace 
as doves_to their windows; their'husi- 
ness Is commerce. They also come 
down to shore laden with the sons 
and daughters of Israel who were 
once scattered throughout the world 
—all now come back to their native 
land bringing their gold and silver 
with them. 
What a contrast is this 


picture of Israel's coming greatness, 
freedom and peace to the actual, 
present 
cicrumstances surrounding 


the prophet at the time of writing 
this glowing prophesy. 
Hew is this 


to be accounted for? 
Ay! a truly 


poetic soul, like Isaiah's ships and

often turned to this book for fresh 
inspiration and hope. Such seers and 
prophets lift one up out of self and 
away from earth, into a higher, spir- 
itual atmosphere of hope, faith and 
love. These chapters of Deutero- 
Isaiah constitute a poem in prose. 
For rich imagery, for stirring senti- 
ment, for depth of thought, for soul 
visions and for beauty of expression, 
I know of no poetry that surpassses 
more of the passages in these chap- 
ters of this author. 
Sublimity and 


exquisiteness of execution in the fig- 
ures and phraseology 
seem almost 


perfect in every respect, even after it 
has undergone the damaging ordeal 
of translation into a totally different 
language. It is almost a marvel that 
this should be so. 


Take our text for an example. It is 


so exquisite in finish, rhythm, phrase- 
ology, figure and meter that one can 
hartily persuade himself that it is 
prose at all. 


Indeed it is so poetic and meta- 


phorical that many persons of prosaic 
turn of mind read it and fail alto- 
gether in getting the sense. 
They 


fail to catch the spirit of the writer 
and his fine poetic sense escapes 
them, so that they are puzzled and 
bewildered at his "exagerated figures 
of speech. 
It would be interesting" 


to try an average congregation on a 
passage of this kind, just to see how 
many really catch the figure and the 
meaning when the text is read. 
I 


wonder how many in this audience 
thought o[ ships out on the Medeter- 
ranean sea when I first read the pas- 
sage: 
"Who are these that fly as a 


cloud, and as the doves to their win- 
dows?" 1 venture to say that les 
than half of the audience caught that 
notion at first reading. And yet thi 
is exactly what this prose writei 
means in this place. "Was he not ; 
poet in disguise? Notice the meta 
phorical character of the sentence 
the beauty of its smiles, the fitness o 
the figures. "Who are these?" as i 
the writer conceived them as living 
persons; this is the finest tpye of per 
sonification; "that fly," further per 
sonification, 
and also a mcatphor 


using "lly" instead of "sail;" "as 
cloud," a beautiful simile, suggested 
by the large, white sails bellying to 
the winds—the ship with its sails 
lloats over the water as a cloud flies 
or sails across the skies. An again, 
•'as the doves," a change simile on the 
same thought; the ship with its white 
sails suggests to the prophet a dove 
with its outstretched wings flying 
homeward 
"to 
their windows," 


another metaphor of transcendent 
beauty. The ship under full sail as 
it comes gliding into haven from out 
at sea, not only suggests the winged 


doves, is winged and rises above your

dove, but the harbor with its docks 
for the separate ships in which they 
may lay safely at anchor, suggests 
dovecotes with their separate pigeon- 
holes or windows to which the doves 
take themselves after their return 
from a long (light. This, then, is the 
figure in its details. 
Was ever more 


fine imagination, more 
figures of 


speech, more beautiful personification 
and sentiment, mere genuine poetry 
crowded into a short sentence of fif- 
teen words'/ And these are all mono- 
syllables except the last. 
A more 


poetic sentence I have never found in 
prose: if one has ever been written I 
shall certainly be much obliged to 
anyone who will do me the kindness 
to'point it out to me. Such nuggets 
of poetic expression are rare and 
precious, and they greatly enrich life 
and literature. 


But are we sure we are right in our 


interpretation of this short passage I 
think %vearc: yet let us read it to- 
fether with the context once more, so 
as to be sure of the matter anS so as 
to get the full significance of what 
the prophet is trying to say ant] 
teach. 
Here' then, is the whole par- 


agraph: "Who arc these that fly as 
a'cloud and as the cloves to their win- 
dows'.- Surely the isles shall wait for 
me. and the ships of Tarshish first, 
to bring thy sons from afar, their sil- 
ver and their gold with them, for the 
name of the Lord thy God and for the 
Holy One of Isarel, because he hath 
beautified thee. 
And strangers shall 


build up thy walls, and their kings 
shall minister unto thce, for in my 
wrath I smote thce but in iny favor 
have I had mercy on thee. Thy gates 
also shall be open continually; they 
shall not be shut clay nor night that 
men may bring unto thee the ;wealth 
df the nations and their kings led 
with them." 


Is not this a clear prophesy of the 


future 
greatness 
of Israel'? 
The 


sordid circumstances. 
It sails away 


at will, "fancy free," and makes its 
own environment "with the gods in 
the clouds. Faith, hope, love, these 
three, you cannot quench them by 
hardship, oppression, servitude and 
wrong: 
they 
fly 
away to their 


heavenly home "as the doves to their 
windows.1' This was indeed a fair 
picture in the prophet's mind; it was 
such a word picture when expressed 
in written language as to arouse the 
children of Israel to a new sense of 
their glorious possibilities. 
It led on 


to renewed energy and action toward 
obtaining leave of absence to build 
up the ruined walls of Old Jerusalem, 
and toward the building up of a new 
temple of worship there. In short, 
we do not know how much or what 
influence these words had upon the 
minds of the people and upon their 
after actions. That the 
influence 


was very decided and marked, we 
have every reason to believe, since no 
prophet was held in higer 
esteem 


han Deutero-Isaiah. 


But was this prophesy fulfilled to 
he letter? 
!No-, it was not literally 


ulh'lled, so far as the Jews were con- 
cerned. The Jews were never again 
vholly free from foreign rule. Their 
Dorders never again 
extended so 


widely as they did before the captiv- 
ty. 
Their' 
commerce and trade 


was 
never 
again 
wholly 
under 


their own control. Though 
Judea 


extended to the Mediterranean Sea 
under the Roman regime, still there 
were no great sea-porto along its coast. 
Tyre and Sidon were Phoenician cities 
and the greatest ports of Palestine. 
Joppa and Caesarea were ports of 
considerable importance, but Home 
controlled them, 
and 
Phoenician 


sailors did the manning of the ves- 
sels. Literally, then, and so far as 
the Jews were concerned, this beauti- 
ful 
poetic 
prophsey 
was 
never 


realized. 


But what then? 
Was the prophsey 


a failure? 
Was it a useless waste of 


words—a vain fancy? 
God 
forbid. 


The prophet spuke better than he 
knew. And this is a characteristic of 
all genuine, spiritual prophesy. 
He 


knew that God and his cause would 
triumph; that the right would ulti- 
mately 
win its complete victory. 


This much he was morally certain of 
— every true prophet is; this much 
his faith apprehended, his hope as- 
pired unto, his great soul encom- 
passed and possessed. But he was a 
Jew, and it was natural—quite so, 
and legitimate enough, too—to hope 
and believe that Ins own nation and 
people should attain unto this per- 
fection and obtain this reward for 
their unswerving loyalty to truth. 
Alas! how slow is human nature to 
learn these lessons of eternal verity 
and justice. Even the long Baby- 
lonian captivity did not root out all 
the germs of noxious selfishness and 
obstinacy.
